One gilt was given away to 
cover the gilt which he re 
ceived, Curtis sold the other 7 
at two months of age for $63.00 
gross, He continued to care for 
the sow which was again bred to 
an excellent boar, bred by the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute. 
October 15, 1941, Curtis’ sow far- 
rowed nine more fine pigs and 
raised them all. Curtis has al- 
ready sold three of them for 
$30.00. He will sell the other 
four for $40 and will save a gilt 
and the smallest male. The male 
will be fed out for meat 

Curtis has made good profits 
and has helped his family and 
the community. His father has 
since secured a registered gilt 
and aé_e registered male. Two 
neighbors also purchased regis- 
tered males.

| moroRISTS ARE URGED 


TO CONSERVE THEIR TIRES 


In order to conserve tires and 
automobiles and thereby aid in 
maintaining our state and county 
highway revenues at a level suf- 
ficient to keep up vital road con- 
struction and maintenance, and to 
aid our war and defense efforts, 
motorists are urged to adopt im- 
mediately, practices which if fol- 
lowed, will make their cars go 
farther and last longer, 

The following suggestions are 
outlined by Harl M, Hearne, Sec- 
retary of the Alabama Petroleum 
Industries Committee: 

1, Cars should not be left out 
in the weather, If at all possible, 
they should be kept in garages to 
protect them and to prevent theft. 

2, If left in the garage for any 
appreciable time, the weight 
should be taken off the tires. 

3. Tires should be kept inflated 
to the recommended pressures at 
all times, 

4, Wheels should be checked 
for balance and alignment, A 
vheel out of alignment will wear 
out a tire quickly. 

5. Avoid bumping or bruising 
tires, If the fabric is not bro- 
ken, tires can be retreaded for 
thousands of miles more service. 

6. Instead of 60 miles an hour, 
drive as slowly as _ possible. 
Slow speeds will save your Car 
and tires and will prevent costly 
accidents, Avoid sudden stops 
and starts, 

7. Keep your car in proper me- 
chanical condition, Paint ex- 
posed metal parts. 

Proper care of your car and 
tires will keep you riding longer, 
help to maintain working road 
funds, save you money, and will 
also result in patriotic conserva-

IMPOR’ PANT TO BUY WISELY 
PROPERLY CARE FOR CHICKS 

AUBURN, Ala,—Farmers plan- 
ning to increase poultry flocks 
should use U. S,- Alabama ap- 
proved hatcheries when buying 
baby chicks, Chicks imported 
from other states are usually 
chilled or dead from starvation 
when they arrive, 

Sanitation is the 
factor in the success of poultry 
taising. The brooder house should 
be cleaned before buying chicks. 
It should be washed with a so- 
lution of 18 ounces of lye in 12 
to 15 gallons of hot water, and 
rinsed with cold water. About 
72 hours before the chicks are 
to arrive the house should be 
brought to the correct brooding 
temperature and be perfectly dry 
when the chicks are put in. 

lf coops are to be used in 
brooding chicks they should be 
isolated from the old birds to 
prevent the spread of disease.

MOISTURE TESTER FOR

9, for all interstate commerce and 
Federal government activities, 

During Congressional debate

The measure will become in- 
operative six months after the 
war ends, unless Congress votes 
to terminate it before then, 

Stephen Rarly, Presidential

In a report to the President

TO OBTAIN SERD PEANUTS 

AUBURN, Ala, Alabama  far- 
mers will be able to secure seed 
peanuts under the service and ma- 
terials program of the AAA and

THE TEMPTATION OF JESUS 

LESSON TEXT—Matthew 4:1-11, 

GOLDEN TEXT—For we have an high 
priest. . . (Who) was In all points tempt 
ed like as we are, yet without sin,— 
Hebrews 4:15, 


“We have not a high priest that 
cannot be touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities; but one that hath 
been in all points tempted like as 
we are, yet without sin’? (Heb, 4:15, 
R.V.). We recognize that Jesus was 
tempted as the Messiah (see Matt. 
4:3, 6) and as One who had no sin, 
and yet He was tempted in all points 
as we are; and we may learn from 
His temptation how to meet tempta- 
tion and be victorious over it. 


I. Temptation. 


It is the common lot of all man- 
kind to be tempted (I Cor. 10:13). 
The strongest and most noble of 
men are subject to it; angels were 
tempted — yes, even Jesus was 
tempted. We need to know about 
temptation, so we note 

1, What It Is (v. 1). 
is of the devil. It is, as Principal 
Fairbairn expressed it, ‘seduction 
to evil, solicitation to wrong. It 
stands distinguished from trial thus: 
trial tests, seeks to discover the 
man’s moral qualities or character; 
but temptation persuades to evil, de- 
ludes that it may ruin. God tries. 
Satan tempts.” 

Note that temptation is not sin, 
but yielding to the temptation is sin. 

We are told by James (Jas. 1:13- 
15) that man is tempted by his own 
lusts. He also tells us that God may 
permit temptations or trials to test 
our faith (Jas. 1:2, 3), but His pur- 
pose is only to prove us able to 
stand. God does not suffer us to be 
tempted beyond endurance, but pro- 
vides a way of escape (I Cor, 10:13). 

2. How It Works (vv. 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 
9). Satan has only three tempta- 
tions, although he is a master at 
giving them different appearances. 
The temptation of Jesus followed 
the same threefold line as that of 
Adam and Eve (Gen. 3:6), which is 
described in I John 2:16 as the gen- 
eral temptation of all men, namely, 
‘the lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life.’’ Observe 
how Satan worked on Jesus: (a) By 
appealing to the flesh (vv. 2, 3). 
Jesus had fasted 40 days, and Satan 
took advantage of that fast to sug- 
gest that He use His divine power 
of creation to satisfy His hunger. 
To do so would have been to deny 
His very mission on earth. 

Satan observes in man the normal 
appetites of his body, excites them 
to a high degree, and then tempts 
him to satisfy them in an improper 
way. (b) By appealing to pride (vv. 
5, 6). God had promised to keep 
Jesus “in all his ways’ (Ps, 91: 
11), but casting Himself from the 
temple was not one of God's “ways”’ 
for Him, 

The devil wants us to be presump- 
tuous and call it faith, and this is 
his pitfall for one who really wants 
to believe—cause him to become a 
fanatic and substitute foolish pre- 
sumption for faith. (c) By appeal- 
ing to the eyes (vv. 8, 9). By show- 
ing Christ the kingdoms of the earth 
in some kind of striking panorama, 
or moving picture, he offered a short 
cut to their rule by a brief act of 
worship of him, rather than by way 
of the cross. The devil showed his 
real purpose here. He wants wor- 
ship—he wants us to bow to him in- 
stead of to God. 


II, Our Lord Was Victorious Over 
Satan. 


We, too, can triumph in His bless- 
ed name. To do so we need to study 
the way of victory. 

1, How to Gain It (vv. 4, 7, 10). 
Three steps appear: (a) By the 
right use of Scripture. If our Lord 
needed and used that weapon, how 
can we possibly do without it? How 
can we use it if we do not study it, 
and hide it in our hearts (Ps. 119: 
11)? (b) By complete dependence 
upon God, Every Scripture used 
by Jesus against Satan honored God 
the Father. We cannot fight Satan in 
our own strength. Luther was right— 
“Did we in our own strength confide, 
Our striving would be losing.” 


The real victory for the Christian 
is to bring Satan to the foot of the 
cross. Christ defeated him complete- 
ly there, and we may plead that 
victory. (c) By denouncing Satan. 
Jesus sent him on his way. We 
may do the same, in Jesus’ name, 
It is always a serious error to argue 
with Satan, or even to discuss mat- 
ters with him. He is not divine, 
but he is a supernatural being with 
knowledge and cunning which are 
too much for us. Meet him with 
Scripture, honor God by your faith 
in Christ, then ‘‘resist the devil, and 
he will flee from you” (Jas. 4:7), 

2. What It Brings (vy. 11). When 
the defeated devil left Christ, an- 
gels came and ministered to Him. 
The overcoming of temptation brings 
victory, peace, and blessed rest. 
This is ever true in the life of the 
believer. Temptations victoriously 
met make one stronger in meeting

County Agent’s 


Column 


By HUGH D, SEXTON 
County Agent 


For the last few months sev- 
eral good slogans have been used 
by all of us when we attempt 
to talk about the war and the 
difficult tasks that are ahead of 
us. One of the best slogans that 
has come to the attention of the 
writer was one advanced by Prof. 
A. D, Burke of the Dairy De- 
partment, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn, His slogan is: 
“Food will fit our fighting force 
and force the fighting to a fit- 
ting finish.” 

Farmers have been told that 
their foremost obligation in the 
crisis is to increase the produc- 
tion of food—milk, eggs, meat 
and peanuts, Increased  produc- 
tion of these food products is 
expected in 1942 with less labor, 


fewer new implements and less 
fertilizer, This calls for better 
planning, more hours of human 
labor and more efficient use of 
mules and machinery. Food will 
win this war and farmerss in 
Coffee County will produce their 
proportionate share of this food. 

The fertilizer situation thus 
far seems that there will be mix- 
ed goods about equal to 1941, 
however, this is not certain, The 
supply of nitrogen is more un- 
certain because (1) more nitrates 
are going into explosives and 
other uses, and (2) inadequate 
shipping facilities, especially ocean 
transportation from Chile, Far- 
mers should place their fertilizer 
orders at once, 

Farmers who plan to seed a 
pasture this spring or who plan 
to improve an old one are re- 
minded again that agricultural 
limestone and 20 per cent su- 
perphosphate can be obtained 
through the AAA for this pur- 
pose. White Dutch clover seed 
is also available. Warmers’ at- 
tention is also called to the fact 
that kudzu crowns can _ be ob- 
tained through the AAA. This 
part of the AAA program is in- 
tended to assist farmers in estab- 
lishing pastures and temporary 
grazing crops. The Agent... hopes 
that farmers will use these fa- 
cilities to establish these much 
needed practices on their farms.
